KNESSET VOTE TODAY 
$10m. prize fund idea 
opposed ‘by: ‘professors:..-

Golda Meir and Pinhas Sapir are 
trying to save a bill that would 
establish a $10m. fund for a kind 
of Israeli Nobel Prize, but which 
is opposed by the leaders of the 
Israel of Sciences and Hu- 
manities and by Knesset members. 

Tt is understood that President 
Katzir also opposes the fund, but 
his office yesterday refused any 
official comment. 

The proposed fund is called the 
Wolf Fund, Wolf being a pseudo- 
nym of the donor. 

At a luncheon at Beit Hanassi 
yesterday Mrs. Meir and Mr. Sapir 
discussed the fund with Education 
~ Minister Aharon Yadlin, Justice Mi- 
nister Haim Zadok and members of 
the Israel Academy of Sciences, in- 
cluding professors Nathan Rotens- 
treich, Ephraim Urbach and Arye 
Dvo 


The bil, which was introduced 
last year while Mrs. Meir and Mr. 
Sapir were still in office, is coming 
up for its second and third reading 
in the Knesset today, 

The bill would establish a $10m. 
fund, donated by a man who wishes 
to remain anonymous. The interest 
from the fund is to go for annual 
prizes in chemistry, botany, physics, 
agriculture, medicine and mathe. 
matics. The amount of the annual 
prizes would come close to those 
of the Nobel Prizes, ranging from 
$90°000 to $150,000 each. 

The donor has attached several 
conditions to hig gift. For one thing, 
he wisheg his identity to be knovm 
only to the President of Israel, who 
at an annual ceremony in the Kncs- 
set would award the prizes. This 
condition makes it necessary that 
the fund be based on a special law 
passed by the Knesset.

ROME (UPI). — Italy's high 
fashion designers are betting heavily 
on the δ' skirt for next winter

‘The look that emerged from five 
days of shows by 30 of Italy’s top 
dexzignersz also called for turtle-neck 
sweaters, tunics, big shawls, wide 
belts, beots or walking shoes and 
maybe a knitted helmet. 

After several eae of playing 
with the return of the 1940°s pencil 
skirt the dealgners, by that strange 
osmosis that seems to affect the 
fashion world, finally came up witha 
version authoritative enough to 
catch hold. But It’s not for every 
woman.

Some 
designers, like Princess Irene Galit- 
zine of Rome, showed a less moulded 
tube anda wrapped skirt with a bit of 
gathering at the waist that made 
fewer demands on the figure.

Basing his opinions on infor-

would be virtually independent 
of the Arab oil threat, as new 
sources going into production 
would be sufficient to relegate 
Arab oil to a minor role in the 
energy field. ‘The seeds of 
decline of the Middle East oil 
producers are already 
“sprouting” he said. China and 
the Soviet Union would te 
among the major new oil, ex- 
porters who would eliminate the 
Arabs’ predominance ‘though 
they are doing everything 
keep their growing sales secret, 
in order not to antagonise the 
Arabs or to undercut their oil 
embargo threat,’’ he added. 

The group with which he is 
working includes technological 
and economic experts. ‘We feel 
we are fed-a lot of nonsense 
about ofl. reserves and poten- 
tials.” The statistics put out by 
the U.S. and other governments 
“are erroneous. The production 
capacity and reserves, 
worldwide, are very much 
larger then.we are told. I

Prof. Frankel stressed that 
merely to gather reliable infor- 
mation on oil reserves and 
production capacity was a her- 
culean task, because producers, 

for various reasons, do their ut- 
most to keep the information 
secret and indeed to mislead 
governments and the public 
about the real oil potential. 
‘They are playing for very, very 
high stakes and it pays them to 
mislead,"’ he said. Nevertheless, 
by meticulous gathering of odd 
bits of information from the. 
trade journals, the group and 
their students who comb the 
publications had been able to put 

together a picture, ‘which con- 
vinced him that the situation is 
in fact much better than OPEC 
and the American oil companies 
allow the public to see. He was in 
the position to gather further in- 
formation in a roundabout 
fashion, through his work in his 
own field of specialisation — 
commodity transportation and 
ocean engineering — in the 
course of which he. does much 
work for oi] producers and users. 

US. and North Sea’ 

HE DREW the following picture, 
marking off the information in 
figures which he had pat, 
without recourse to written 
notes.

‘RELIGIOUS AND SECULAR EDUCATIONS 


To the Hditor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — On July 14, you published a 
report of a press conference where 
the Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Teddy 
Kollek, stated that the percentage of 
pupils at religious schools was 
leclining owing to their policy of 
selection and non-integration. In fact 
70-80 per cent of the pupils in govern- 
ment religious schools come from 
ic families, a percentage not 
aa ae by any other educational 
tren ‘ 


It should also be remembered that 
by far the largest percentage of 
under-privileged children in need of 
special care is to be found in the 
government religious schools, a 
result of the poor social and 
educational conditions in their 
parents’ countries of . 

Selective education is, however, to 
be found in government general 
achools. The most striking example 
is the Hebrew University Secondary 
School in Jerusalem which accepts 
only one half of the upper 10 per cent 
of applicants, 1.6., 5 pupils out of 
each 100, and that after most selec- 
tive screening. 

One of the reasons for the decline 
in religious education can be found in 
the reluctance of the local 
authorities. to put at the disposal of 
government religious schools 
buildings and facilities of the same

Sir, — After re. all the ar- 
ticles and letters to the Editor con- 
cerning the complaints of the British 
Government about the state funeral 
‘we gave to Eliahu Hakim and Eliahu 
Beit-Tzuri I can only come to one 
conclusion: If I were a crocodile, I 
would shed tears for the British 
Government. 

Let me review some of the 
criminal acts that Great Britain 
committed our people before 
the State of Israel was rvoclaimed. 

Dov Bela Gruner, a Jew born to an 
Orthodox family, served ag a 
volunteer in the British army for five 
years with distinction. After World 
UT, he went to Hungary 
his family. Not a single relative was 
alive. He came back to Palestine. 
After he saw how the British treated 
his people, he came to the conclusion 
that the war was not yet over for 
him. He joined the Irgun, and took 
part in the attack on one of the 
British forts in Tel Aviv, where he 
was wounded and captured. On April 
16, 1947, he was executed, along with 
Dov Rosenbaum, Eliezer Kashani, 


and Mordechai Alkoshi. 

On April 22, 1947, Moshe Barazani 
and Meir Feinstein, who were sup- 
posed to be executed that day, com- 
mitted suicide. 

On July 29, 1947, Meir Nakar, 
Isaac Weiss, and Eliezer Habib were 
executed by the British. 

Only the execution of the two 
British sergeants by the Irgun 
stopped the series of these so-called 
executions, which were really cold- 
blooded murder. 

We do not have to offer ex- 
Planations to the British Govern- 
ment for the way in which we con- 
duct our funerals. However, I 
believe that the remains of heroes 
like Dov Bela Gruner, Dov Rosen- 
baum, Eliezer Kashani, Mordechal 
Alloshi, Moshe Barazani, Melr 
Feinstein, Meir Nakar, Isaac Weiss, 

Wilham Bernstein, 


Ἐπίοσοσ 
Hersch Yakubovich and Mordechai 
Baumastein (the last three were kill- 
ed on the Exodus-1947), should be 
Teinterred on the Mount Herzl 
Military Cemetery.
